chanoes of successfully underrunning the vable as far as
the point of injury are unfortunately very small indoed.
The extr inary pheno of the natural currents of
electrieity, which are continually traversing the surfisce
of the enrth in various directions, net by thelr inductive
cffects upon the great length of cable submerged, and dis-
turh the dlo and gal ters at both ends of the
line to o considernble degree.  Their nature and action,
il properly observed and studied by means of the Atlantic
cable, would, no doubt, throw considerable light upon
‘the phenomena of diurnal magoetic variations, to ae-
count fur which no eatisfactory law has been proposed.
On the night of Monday, the tth of Beptember, one of
those extraordinary ph called metle storns
must have passed over the tmck of the cable, for from
half-past 11 to half-past 12 the reflocting galvanometer
in connection with the line was most violently disturbed,
The reflections were 80 rapid aud so violent that it was
only occasionally that' the reflected ray of lght could
be distinguished upon the reading scale.

another wire on the self-same busis a8 before, and with
the same chance of loging all before them. Under
these circumetances it is not surprising the difficulties of
ralsing the capital for & new cable are looked upon s
almost insurmountable.  If the English and Ameriosn
governmenty are really anxions for an effective telegraphic
commumication between the two countries, they have but
o toe o certain though small per contage on the
total capital expended in the completion of the line, and
money will be fortheoming for new wires should five or
gix be lost before one is succesafully comploted.
